It was described, however, as a 


document which would indicate to his supporters and the convention 
that he would be satisfied if the convention accepted Mr. Meredith. 


After conferences with his delegation leaders and others, Mr. 


JIcAdoo's statement was perfected and finally he talked it over with 
his wife. 
Meanwhile word went around the convention that some 


statement might be expected.from Mr. McAdoo soon. While awaiting 
developments the convention continued with the dreary roll call in 
which McAdoo was regaining his lost strength. 
Smith was stand- 


ing nearly still, and J. W. Davis was steadily gaining. 


While the next ballot was going on McAdoo's manager, David 


L Rockewell, passed among the McAdoo delegates telling them what 
was taking place. 
The delegates interpreted the pending action as 


a withdrawal, which at the same time would force the withdrawal 
of Governor Smith, h? the governor's own agreement.
